ATTACKED B* TURKS. 


J>c*iription of I he Bloody Battle Between 


3Ioslcnii and Greek*. 


Athens, May 18.—Over 50,000 Turks 


simultaneously and continuously at- 
tacked the whole Greek line. The 
artillery did splendid work. Twice all 
the regiments of the Turks wavered 
and fled, though their attack was soon 
renewed with fresh forces, which in 
turn the Greek forces were able to hurl 
aack. 


The stubborn resistance and splen- 


did vigor of the Greek troops finally 
compelled the Turks to give way alto- 
gether. All the attacks on the Greeks' 
eft were similarly repulsed.

This is in ac- 
cordance with the policy announced «t 
the outset 


Instead of interdicting the use of the 


drug altogether, except for medicinal 
purposes, the authorities sanction its 
employment by persons judged to be in- 
curably addicted to the habit Snch per- 
sons are to receive licenses after medical 
examination. All business connected 
with the manufacture and sale of the 
drug or of apparatus for smoking it is 
to bo limited to license holders. 


Penalties in the form of penal servi- 


tude and fines, ranging from 1,300 to 
5,000 yen (Japanese dollar), are pro- 
vided for the restraint of unlicensed 
sale, manufacture, acd so forth, and all 
Dersons not furnished with licenses are 
required to deliver up any opiuin or 
ipium smoking apparatus in their pos- 
session. 


The government undertakes to pay a 


iroper price for articles thus snrren- 
iered and threatens that any failure to 
land them over will be punished with 
roprisonment not exceeding a year or 
with fines up to 350 yen. It is estimated

His- 
work gave a stimulus to colonial and to 
maritime enterprise, and it inspired 
our literature. Shakespeare owed ranch 
to Haklnyt's "Principal Navigations." 
Milton owed much, more. As the years 
passed on Richard Hakluyt, in his own 
quaint language, continued "to wade 
still further and further in the sweet 
studie of the historieof cosmographie," 
and he achieved his great task, which 
was, iu his own, words, "to incorporate 
into one body the torn and scattered 
limbs of our ancient and late naviga- 
tions by sea." He declared geography 
and chronology to be the sun and taocn, 
the right eye and the left of all his- 
tory.—-Geographical Journal.

Hence ia" tho more 
advanced European countries steps have 
been taken toward obtaining complete 
statistics of accidents to employees, so 
that legislative action might ensue on a 
practical basis. 
in the Baited States, in spite of otir 


feverish industrial activity, we have so 
far no systematic gathering of accident 
statistics, except in the railroad branch, 
where the Interstate Commerce Commis- 
sion has for some years done good and 
useful work along this line, A compar- 
ison of tho meager data obtainable here 
with the more complete information 
collected iii other countries and careful 
reasoning by analogy justify the as- 
sumption, that in the United States the 
number of killed amounts to about 13,- 
000 per annum and tbe number of 
maimed or injured to about 80,000. 


A superficial reader of Professor P. 


J. Stimson's book on labor law in the 
United States might receive the impres- 
sion that we have already taken up tbe 
problem thus presented and dealt with 
it in a rational and satisfactory man- 
ner. Mr. Stimson's statements are alto- 
gether too roseate, and hence mislead- 
ing. As a matter of stern reality, it 
must be stated that only very few of 
the states have even made a beginning 
in effective liability legislation, and 
that their groping efforts are very far 
indeed from a thorough solution. On 
the other band, in most of the great in- 
dustrial states, notably New York and 
Pennsylvania, and New England, with 
the exception of Massachusetts, nothing 
«r next to nothing has been accomplish- 
ed as yet., 


If documentary evidence were want- 


ed to demonstrate the chaotic condition 
in -which this matter remains, the 
March bulletin of the Department of La- 
•bor should convince the most doubting 
Thomas. Here a large number of cases 
are given from all sections of tbe Union, 
•where claims for damages arising from 
industrial accidents were dealt with iu 
onr courts and finally settled on appeal 
by decisions of federal judges. 


The first important If act which these 


reported eases force upon the reader i« 
that the decisions are usually judge 
made law, based on general pricciples 
of tbe common law. Those principles, 
originated at another epoch, may or 
may not apply to changed modern con- 
ditions. Their invocation gives the ut- 
most latitude to judicial construction. 
Tn the majority of cases -we find that 
where the lower courts, with a glimpse 
of understanding of modern conditions, 
had found for the victims of industry, 
the higher judges, after considerable 
twisting, reverse the decisions. 


Another regrettable fact is that even 


where favorable decisions are obtained 
the long delay brought about by litiga- 
tion must result disastrously to the in- 
nocent victims. They have no command 
of a long purse which enables them to 
•wait calmly and in ease the last word 
of judicial wisdom. In accident suits 
all the conditions are unfavorable to the 
penniless plaintiffs. Usually they can 
appear in conrt only by virtue of an 
agreement with their lawyer, who takes 
the case on a percentage basis, and if 
he happens to win bis bill for expenses 
and his contingent share in the award 
leave very little for his clients. 


A few quotations from the judicial 


decisions in the above mentioned report 
will show bow some courts apply the 
laws. 


In the case of Brewer versus Tennessee 


Coal, Iron and Eailway company it was 
plaintiff's duty to stop all cars loaded 
with ore at a certain place on a trestle 
about 25 or 80 feet above the floor. A 
piece of timber about 18 inches wide 
and 6 inches thick had been placed par- 
allel with and between the tracks on 
said trestle for employees to walk on 
while handling the cars. Said timber 
had been worn off by unloading the ore 
on it until it was not more than two or 
three inches wide on top and defective, 
unsafe and unfit for any one to walk on. 
Plaintiff and others had notified tbe 
company shortly before the accident of 
the condition of the timber. The com- 
pany, by its agent, promised to replace 
it and ordered plaintiff to continue the 
work, which he did rather than lose 
his job, and relying upon the promise to 
repair. One afternoon, in attempting to 
atop from a car on to the timber, his 
foot slipped off and ho fell through the 
trestle into tb<- iron ore belnw and was 
severely injured. 


Tbe plaintiff lost Ins suit. Tho su- 


premo court of Tonnpsfioe decided against 
him. 
Chief Justice Snodgrass delivered 


riin opinion in which th" following 
piece of judicial wisdom is of striking 
force: "If thephinkwaa 18 inches wide 
nud had been worn until it was but 2 
OT 3 inohM, us averred, it is clear that 
whatever danger might have existed in 
its n«ft was perfectly apparent, and 
therefore one who used it must take tho 
rwk."

The women who act ou tho road with 
stars get usually £73 or ISO, and in some 
cases §100. Bur, ;i> I. said, there aie not 
many of them in the last schedule. The 
prices range ou down to §30. which is 
about the smallest salary paid to any 
woman m ,i first class company.

One >™ Captain Who Will Tnke Another 


Kiuil of Ballast »xt Time. 


Captain Keller brought his Dutch oil 


tank .-teauier Brilliant into the port of 
Now York recently and stopped ashoie 
with the remark: • 'That's tho last tirno 
I go to sea in a ve^pl carrying water as 
ballast. 


"NVo pot into an icefield off tbo 


bank-- and hail to st'-ain south for near- 
ly two days to sict around it. Icebergs 
woio as tliirk as atst hills. We saw 75 
of them altogether and 20 at one time. 
Naturally we bad freezing weather, 
and mo-:t, all tho liquids oil board froze, 
and I began to get scared when the wa- 
ter balhii-r showed a thin skin of ice on 
top. 


"I thought to inys-elf. 'If wo aro go- 


ing to run alongside ice for the rest of 
oui nip, that water ballast will be sol- 
id ice and split open the ship.' That 
didn't come to pass, iorwu finally clear- 
ed the icefield. But I don't go to sea 
again this tin.e of year with water bal- 
last."' 


Lived Months With a llrofcen X»ck. 
Lewis B. Jarrett of Perkiomen Junc- 


tion. Pa., who had his neck broken by 
a lull from a ladder while picking ap- 
ples, died recently, aged 4 5 years. 


Jarrett lived seven mouths with a 


broken neck. The most eminent sur- 
geons and physicians of Philadelphia 
examined tlie case, and it. was at one 
time thought that his life might be 
saved. A few weeks ago he began to 
grow worse, and death ended his suffer- 
ings. 


A post moitem examination showed 


that the vertebrae, was broken entirely. 
From his neck down he was completely 
paralyzed and had 110 fouling in his 
body since tbe accident, although he 
could talk and had all his faenltii «.—

Hi- -ayr, th>?r<- is no hope for t!ie 
soldii-r who stands behind a tree fur 
protection when this bullet is nsed, for 
it. pas,ses through the irunks of trei'S 
with a.s much apparent e;t-,e as it would 
through :t cheese. Men struck by mau- 
ser bullets have been known to continue 
lighting to the «id of the battle, even 
after they had received what is gener- 
ally supposed to be u mortal wound. In 
almost every ca>o this bullet passes clear 
through the victim's body, and the 
wound of exit is usually no larger than 
that of entrance. 


The old fashioned bullet usualiy 


whirled rouun ^ud round, tearing the 
tissues-, arteries, muscles and flesh, and 
if coming in contact with a bone shat- 
tering it in splinters. The wound of ex- 
it, too. would generally be largo enough 
to insert a man's fist. 


Whenever a man was hit in tho arm 


or leg by one of these old bullets, it 
was almost always necessary to perform 
amputation, if the victim did not die 
beforehand from hemorrhage. With the 
mauser bullet all this is said to be dif- 
ferent. 


Experience in the Cuban war has 


demonstrated that only very infrequent- 
ly does a wound caused by u mauser 
bullet result in a hemorrhage which 
might be fatal, except where one of the 
great arteries has been torn or severed. 


A case in point may be cited: A Cu- 


ban soldier was shoe through tlie right 
Jnug—a wound which if caused by an 
ordinary bullet would bo considered fa- 
tal—but the Cuban went on fighting for 


j two hours after knowing ho had been 


hit. 
Theie was practically no hemor- 


rhage, and with such surgical treatment 
as could be given him, even in the very 
limited hospital department of his ar- 
my, he was up and about in eight days 
after the battle. 


Anothei remarkable, case is that of a 


man who was shot through the leg be- 
low the knee. The bullet passed through 
the flesh, muscles and bone, and yet the 
man kept on fighting for some hours 
after receiving tho wound, not realizing 
that he, was seriously injured. After tlie 
battle he was attended by a surgeon. It, 
was found that the bone had not been 
splintered, and there was no hemor- 
rhage, and iu a very few days tho sol- 
dier was up and about with his com- 
patriots. 


If this wound had been made by an 


ordinary bullet, it would very probably 
have "mushroomed" and torn the tis- 
sues1, arteries and flesh and splintered 
the hones, necessitating amputation. 


The use of the mauser bullet by the 


Spanish perhaps accounts for the very 
small mortality in the ranks of the in- 
surgents, and if. is because the latwr use 
tho old fjshiouc-d "bullets and almost; 
any kind of a firearm they can get hold 
of that they wreak havoc with the Span- 
ish whenever they eorae together in au 
engagement.—Boston Herald.

The report was to have been pre- 


sented to the council last night, but 
the Bepublican members refused to 
sign it and it was withheld by the 
Democratic members. All the time 
the Bepublicans were in control of 
the council they kept the tax rate 
down, and reduced the city's floating 
indebtedness. Now that the Demo- 
crats are in control of all the depart- 
ments of the city government, they 
seek to raise the rate, and that, too, 
at a time when everyone is complain- 
ing of hard times, and taxes should 
be kept at as low a notch as possible." 


THE FACTS IN THE CASE. 


The facts are these- The finance 
committee of the council, consisting 
of Messrs Stephens, McTey, Koch, 
Hughes and Standlsh, had assigned 
a meeting for yesterday morning to 
arrange the levies for the following 
year. Mr. Stephens was sick and was 
unable to be present at the meeting, 
so that the committee consisted of 
McVey, Koch, Hughes and Standlsh, 
the two latter being assisted by city 
clerk Lynch. The matter of levies 
was discussed at length. Messrs. 
Hughes and Standlsh being old mem- 
bers, led the discussion, and favored 
additional levies to take up the over- 
drafts on the various funds, Mr 
Hughes even suggesting that a levy 
be made high enough to pay the •!<>,- 
000 floating indebtedness. 


A icbedule was arranged, and the 


cleric Instructed to write out the re- 
port and have it in readiness to sign 
at the meeting of the council. When 
the council met in the evening cleric 
Lynch handed the report to council- 
man Koch for signature. He saw 
that the names of the senior mem- 
bers were not attached, and asked 
why that was the case. Then Mr. 
Hughes let the eat out of the bag by 
saying. "I will not sign it You 
Democrats can sign it." Mr. Koch 
very promptly refused to sign the re- 
port and fall into the trap which the 
Bepublican 
members had, they 


thought, so cunningly made. The 
report lacks any signatures, although 
It was prepared by two Bepublicans 
and two Democrats, the Bepublicans 
leading in the formation of the re- 
port by reason of their seniority of 
service. 


In regard to the latter portion of 


the Gazette'* article, in which a larger 
chunk of taffy is thrown at the late 
Bepublican administration, it is per 
tinent here to say. Almost ever; 
fund in the city is overdrawn. The 
shameful extravagance of the last 
council resulted in the expenditure 
of a vastly larger amount of money 
than was received, and as a result, 
the city's finances are in a chaotic 
condition. 
According to the city 


clerk's report, the condition of the 
various funds ib as follows: 


In the general fund there was. on 


the 1st of April, 1896, 84,585.30 Not- 
withstanding all the money received 
daring the year, so much was squan- 
dered that the balance oa hand a 
year later was only 83,009.66, against 
which was $811 60 of orders, leaving 
a net balance of 82,298.06. 


The light fund has 8920 4,i in cash 


with which to pay orders to the 
amount of 82,475.00. 


The poor luod, which on April 1, 


1896, had a balance of 8904.51, on tbe 
first of April, 1897, found its funds 
shrunken to 8120 56. 


The sanitary fund on April 1st, 


1897, after a year's management by 
the JicpulilK an fiaanclers, had an 
over-draft of 843 3$, and outstanding 
orders to the amount of 82,802.47, 
with no money to pay any of them 


The special street Improvemt fund, 


which had a net balance of 83,974.65 
on April 1, 1896, on tbe name date in 
1807 had a balancs of 816 56.
